To Minors Call For Probe 


Th# Ion# survivor of an 
accident 
which claimed the lives of two area 
lx»ys last bookend told a coroner’s ju ry 
Monday t h a t all three had been served 
beer in a licensed establishment before 
the crash. 
Tbs testimony lent substance to re­ 
ports current in recent weeks that cer­ 
tain places in Monroe County and in 
n ea rby New Jerse y had l>een serving 
intoxicants to minors, in violation of 
the liquor laws of the two states. 
These same reports indicate the 
practice is not widespread. 
Hut, 
even if it is confined to a few iso­ 
lated establishments, it is a matter 
of serious concern both to the pub­ 
lic and to all the licensees who are 
operating within the law. 
W hether tile r e j w t s are true or false 
is a m a tte r that can best l o answered 
a fte r a thorough investigation bv tim 
authorities responsible 
for enforcing 
the liquor laws. 
They will lie able. tis*. 
to determine whether the guilt, if any, 
lies with the licensor, with the minors, 
or lioth. 


I'lie most recent case does raise some 
questions, assuming that all three Ixiys 
were seined I leer as stated in the testi­ 
mony. 


The public has a right to know, for 
example, whether the Inns 
presented 
identification cards showing them to be 
21 years of age. 


lf so, was the bartender satisfied be­ 
yond a doubt that the cards were legiti­ 
m ate and was he acting in good faith in 
the belief that the boys were, in fact, 
21? 


The sale of liquor and malt leverages 
is controlled by a set of laws that make 
up the Pennsylvania Liquor Code. Roth 
licensee and customer must abide by 
these regulations. 


The licensee and his employes are 


forbidden, under Section 
193, to sell, 
furnish or give intoxicating beverages 
to any minor under penalty of a tine 
and 
suspension or 
revocation of 
li­ 
cense. 
Any minor who knowingly and false­ 
ly represents himself to I* 21 years 
of age to any licensed dealer or other 
person, for the purpose of procuring or 
having furnished to him, any intoxicat­ 
ing liquors, is subject to a fine not ex­ 
ceeding $50 and or imprisonment for 
not more than OO days (Section 675). 
The licensee can demand proper iden­ 
tification card from the customer to de­ 
termine 
whether such 
person 
is 21 
years of age and upwards when that 
person desires alcoholic beverage. 
A statement of registration signed 
and issued to voters by county election 
Iniaids is acceptable as an identification 
lard (Section 195). 
In addition, the licensee shall re­ 
quire the person whose age is in 
question to fill in and sign a card 
saying he is at least 21, under pen­ 
alty of a $100 fine for misrepresen- 
• 
tat ion. 
Such card is to he filed by 
the licensee, and may he used by 
him as a defense in all civil and 
criminal prosecution for serving a 
minor. 
It is unlawful for the owner of an 
identification card to transfer it to any 
other person for the purpose of aiding 
sue h person to secure alcoholic bever­ 
age. 
Likewise, any person who obtains 
an identification card through fraud is 
also guilty of a misdemeanor. 
Both of­ 
fenses carry fines up to HOO or impris­ 
onment for no more than SO days. 
Sales of liquor to minors, if they do 
occur, should be halted through strict 
enforcement of the laws as set forth in 
the liquor code and as they apply to 
both the licensee and the customer. No 
other course can Ive tolerated.

1500 years, written in at least 
three diffeient languages, none 
of which lias hem in usage 
for several centuries. 
it is not only th* oldest book 
that 
people 
know 
anything 
about, but It is also the hest 
known book, and Is getting to 
he better known daily. 
In 
America, where it joust com­ 
plete with a greater flood of 
books and magazines than in 
any other country, copies dis­ 
tributed by The American Bi­ 
ble Society a'one, numbered 
around 9,00.000 a few years 
ago and this figure ode. not 
include Bibles distributed by 
numerous other agencies 
The 
total number woud easily ex­ 
ceed 12.000,000 
Th Bible was first written 
in crisp, precise, pictorial, pro­ 
ne Greek, av i fined by Soc­ 
rates. Plato and Aristotle rim­ 
ing the tin ce centuries heinie 
Christ and wax a ready tool to 
give to the world, as no other 
language could, the concepts 
of righteousness, justice and 
eternity which constitute our 
Gospel Message today. 
First of all, regardless of de­ 
grees. one is not adequately 
educated to meet life without 
a porfound knowledge of this 
Mira; ie book, for it 
is 
the 
basic record of God s dealings 
with mankind and there Is no 
phase of human behavior that 
is not depicted therein. 
lf you want 
history, bio­ 
graphy, dscription, poetry, fic­ 
tion or even scandal, or expert
